under their influence—That by means of the ſaid agents 
and emiſſaries, a dangerous ſpirit of diſaffection has been 
excited and fomented among ſome worthleſs and evil 
diſpoſed perſons on the ſaid frontiers, who, loſt to all 


ſentiments of virtue, honour or regard for their country, 


have been induced ro aid our remorſleſs enemy—T hat 
the Shawaneſe and Delaware Indians continue well affect- 
ed and diſpoſed to preſerve the league of peace and amity 
entered into with ns; for which reaſon they are threat- 
ned with an attack by their hoſtile neighbours, who 
have invaded us, and are at the ſame time expoſed tv 
danger from the attempts of ill difpoſed or ill adviſed 
perlons among ourſelves — The committee are therefore 
of opinion, that for the ſafety and ſecurity of the fron:
